Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regard to claims 1, 2, 19 and 20: 

The prior art of record Tagami et al (US Patent 5,812,070) teach grouping of 
users depending on usage time zone or their traveling direction, and depending on the 
past vehicle usage history, allocating vehicle to users with sufficient charge, col. 8, lines 
1-15 recited with lines 26-32, and Klein et al (US Patent 5,726,885) teach user entering 
the distance of journey or trip, col. 1, lines 1-15 read with col. 3, lines 1-8. However, the 
prior art severally or in combination do not teach or suggest as a whole: 

"including into the vehicle search group of a port vehicles that are located at a 
charging facility at the port, have a charging time period due to expire within a 
predefined time period, selecting a group of vehicles from the vehicle search group in 
response to vehicle charge levels and based on the vehicle location information, each 
vehicle having charge level adequate for the expected distance of the intended trip".
